Career of Mr. Jeffery from Office Boy te 
General r. 

Mr. Jeffery’s career hke a romance. 

It is good reading for anyone who thinks 


that it was only in the good old times that a 
“boy could start at ne bottom with nothing

-Thirty-three years ago Mr. Jeffery was a 
15-year-old boy with little education and no 
svecial advantages outside his own ability. 
At that time he was engaged as a boy of all 
work about the office of the superintendent

of machinery of the Illinois Central road, 


the late Samuel J. Hayes. He was toid to 
report at the room of his employer at 6 
o'clock in the morning. He was there 
promptly, asking what be should do first. 
**You may begin by blacking my boots,“ 
said Mr. Hayes. 
That was the first work for the IIliuois 
Central railroad which the late general man- 
ager had to do. For eighteen months the 
boy blacked his employer’s boots, made his 
bed, and did the menial work about bis 
room. In his spare time be was given oad 
jobs about the machine shops. It wasn’t 
pleasant work, but it was just as well done 
as has been his work of managing a great 
railroad. He went into the machine shop as 
apprentice and remained there two years, 
He must have begun to show what stuff he 


‘was made of by that time, for Mr. Hayes 


then took the boy into his office in the 
mechanical department and taught him 
mechanical drafting. During all this time 
he had used every opportunity for study. By 
great industry he had notoniy mastered arith- 
metic, algebra, and geometry, but the higher 
pranches of mathematics which applied to 
engineering. During this time ana the years 
that followed he not alone found time for 
technical studies, but gave much attention to 
general reading and became familiar with 
all lines of Engiisn literature. 

After a short time in Mr. Hayes’ office he 
was made his assistant. At the age of 28 he 
was made assistant superintendent of ma- 
chinery for the entire road. He held that 
position for five years. 

MR. HAYES’ FRIENDSHIP. 

When the position of general superin- 
tendent of the road became vacant it was of- 
fered to Mr. Hayes. Mr. Hayes had then 
grown to be rather an old man. His affec- 


‘tion and regard for young Jeffery were 80 


great that he declined the position and said 
to the directors that there was only one man 
in the employ of the company who could sat- 
wsfactorily fill the place and that man was 
Mr. Jeffery. : : 

That was an incident of selfsacrifice and 
devotion not often found among men nor one 
that would be inspired by the personality of 
any common man. Mr. Hayes firmly re- 
fused the honor for himself. and on his 
recommendation young Jeffery was made 
general superintendent of the road, and he 
nad no subordinate who was more loyal than 
Mr. Hayes. 

Samuel J. Hayes lived six years after that 
and died in 1883 with his hand in that of Mr. 
Jeffery, for whom his affection and love had 
remained unbroken. 

Mr. Jeffery served as general superin- 
tendent from May 1, 1877, for eight years. 
In 188 he was made general man- 

ger, filling the place vacated by James 
C. Clark, who had previously acted as 
both president and general manager. 
During his long service Mr. Jeffery has to 
an exceptional degree enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the management of the road, the 
employés, and the public. His relations 
with the employés have been remarkable. 
When his intended retirement. was made 
known letters came to him by the hundreds 
from the men who had learned to trust in his 
integrity and fairness. Petitions were signed 
by between 7,000 and 8,000 employés and 
patrons of the road asking nim to reconsider 

resignation. 

. occasion for Mr. Jeffery’s resignation 
does not at all reflect on his capacity as a 
raiiroad manager. It seems to have arig- 
inated mainly in the desire of persons at a 
distance to interfere and deprive the general 
manager of the authority and power without 
which no railroad man ‘of practical experi- 
ence would consent to continue in the posi- 
tion.

Senator Vest of Missouri was hot. In fact, 
he had been gradually working up to the 
point of explosion for nearly two days, and 
yesterday he burst. 

As chairman of the senate committee on 
the meat products of the United States, and 
the transportation of beef and beef cattle, 
and the sale of the same in the cattle mar- 
kets, stockyards, and cities, he had been ex- 
amining witnesses.in a parior of the Grand 
Pacific hotel for two days without reaching 
the mea who could best inform the commit- 
tee what it most desired to know. He had 
called out the names of these desirable wit- 
nesses repeatedly without response. 

“If these gentlemen decline to notice the 
summons of a senate committee,” he con- 
tinued, an attachment may induce them to 
appear.” 

Then he adjourned the sessifn until this 
morning at 10 o’clock, and the committee 
went into secret session to discuss what was 


dest to be done under the circumstances. 


The delinquent witnesses referred to in such 
threatening terms were no less personages in 
the commercial world than Phil Armour, 
George F. Swift, Nelson Morris, Frank Vo- 
gel, and John B. Sherman, vice-president 
and general manager of the Union stockyards.

THE WORLD'S GREATEST MARKRT. 
The morning session of the committee was 
taken up entirely in review of the receipts 
and shipments 6f cattle at the stockyards, 


furnished by Ashley C. Holiowell, employed 


on the Drovera Journal and stockyards Daily 
Sun. The receipts of battle at Chicago during 
the last month were the largest ever 
known either at this or any other market. 
The total wag 297,000 head, of which about 
25,000 came from Texas, 11,000 from the 
territories of Montana and Wyoming, and 
the northwest, and the rest from the central 
states, Illinois supplying the largest propor- 
won. Last week’s receipts the witness put 
at 68,701 head, of which a large proportion 
came from Texas — poor, thin cattle, fit only 
for canuing. About 22.000 head of the finest 
grades had been shipped east. Regarding 


the state of trade in cattle at St. Louis, 


Kansas City, and Omaha, the witness said 
that it was steadily increasing at Omaha and 
Kansas City, but St. Louis was about hold- 
ing her owa and no more. When asked by 
Senator Vest why the St. Louis trade did 
not increase like that of the other cities 
Mr. Hollowell caused a smile by saying he 
guessed St. Louis was slower in getting busi- 
ness than the others. 

Senator Vest then put some pointed ques- 
tions to the Witness about a certain alleged 
combination between Chicago shippers and 
the railroads by which cheaper rates were 
obtained from Chicago, which hurt St. Louis. 
In reply Mr. Hollowell said he had heard of 
some such arrangement, but did not think it 
amounted to much,as one of the persons 
said to bein that arrangement had large busi- 
ness interests in the beef line in St. Louis. 
When pressed for names he mentioned Sam 
Allerton, Nelson Morris, and Isaac Waixel 
as having been in the combination of even- 
ers.“ as it was called, but which had cease 
to exist, : 

Charles E. Ingwerson was the first witness 
called at the afternoon session. The dressed 
beef men, he said, used a little more than 
half of the cattle received, and competition 
in buying was not quite so strong as it used 
tobe. The amountof marketable beef ob- 
tainable from @ 1,200 pound steer averaged 
about 650 pounds, or from 50 to 60 per cent. 
Native cattle, cornfed, would bring from 
three and oge-half to four cents a pound on 
the hoof, while range cattie sold for less. 
The increase in receipts of cattle at this 
market had not brought more buyers, hence 
competition had not kept nace with the trade. 
Prices had decreased gradually since 1882, 
due, the witoess thought, to the great in- 
crease in receipts. 

Mr. Vest pointed out that in 1888 over 200,000 
more cattle came in than during the previous 
year, yet the price was nearly $500,000 less 
than was paid forthe cattle of the former 
period, and asked Mr. Iagwerson to explain 
such a decrease in prices. 

The witness said he could not explain it. 
He said he knew that a train of cattle had 
been purchased and then divided amongst 
several dressed beef men, which practically 
amounted to one bid for the lot. : 

Job H. Eastburn, a commission merchant, 
said that there were not any more buyers 
than the trade demanded, and that cotmpeti- 
tion was kept down by the dressed beef 
— * It keeps out the small shippers,” he 


Albert McCurdy, a commission merchant, 
said there had been a great change in the 
manner of doing business at the stockyards. 
It. had become more systematized. There were 
fewer buyers, because those who used to 
come here from the east and compete with 
the home shippers did so no longer, but 
bought through agents. The proportion of 
cattle used by the dressed beef men was 
large. Regarding the reduced ices the 
witness said he thought it was due to the ex- 
tortion of the railroads, which taxed the. pro- 
ducers of cattle more than their proportion. 
It cost more to ship live stock than dressed 
beef. In answer to a question by Senator 
Vest the witness said that the large dealers

Senator Vest was inctined to think this 
was true, but pointed out to Mr. Rollands 
that the cattlemen did not possess the mill- 
ions of the dressed beef men, and needed 
their money promptly, hence they could not 
com pete. . | TAS heed

A Settlement Agreed Upon at a Meeting at 

Joliet Yesterday. 
| Jovrert, III., Sept. 4 Special. I— The mi- 
ners’ committee and operators’ delegates 
have come to am agreement. Most of tne 
proceedings were in secret session, but the 
terms agreed upon are Substantially as fol- 
lows: 

The miners are to receive 724% cents per 
ton for mining. The payroli is to be met 
monthly. The operators hold that the grant- 
ing of the miners’ demand for semi-monthly 
pay would involve the use of more capital 
and a complete revision of their system of 
bookkeeping. The operators agree to sell 
the miners coal for their own use at 61. 
per ton. The former price was $2. On these 
conditions the commitvee of the miners 
agrees to recommend its constituents to set- 
tle, which amounts practically to the settle- 
ment being made. Th¢ report will he made 
at the different shafts today, and the miners 
will probably resume work tomorrow.

Postoffice Inspector Pulsifer has given un 
his claim to Holszay, the Gogebic stags rob- 
ber. A murderer will not be given up to the 
United States authorities for trial as a mail 
robber. Holszay will be held without any 
judicial examination. He has waived his 
right to an immediate hearing, and even if he 
had not done so the law permits a postpone- 
ment on account of absent witnesses, The 
prosecuting attorney will Gonsult the con- 
venience of the witnesses and the man will 
be held until they arrive. The term of the 
circuit court opens Oct. 28. The death pen- 
alty has been abolished in Michigan. Some

JUDGE JUDD OF UTAH RESIGNS. 


The Supreme Court of the Territory Likely 
to Become Entirely Repablican. 
Savt Lake City, Utah, Sept. 3.— [Special.] 
In July, 1888, President Cleveland appointed 
J. W. Juad of Tennessee to be judge of the 
Fourth judicial district of Utah Territory. 
The office of fourth judge had just been 
created by Congress. Frior to the time 
there were only three district court 
in Utah. Today Judge Judd 
his resignation to Washington 
to take effect Oct. 10. His reason for re- 
Signing is the fact that the salary is inade- 
quate, being but $3,000 u year. Judge Hen- 
derson, also a Cleveland appointee, has sig- 
nified his intention of resigning.

Henry C. Minor received the Republican 
nomination on the ground that he could do 
more than any other man to increase 
the white vote of the Republican party 


and maintain the present tax on sugar. 


Andrew Price was nominated by the Dem- 
ocrts because he could control a larger negro 


vote than any other man and do more to 


maintain the sugar tax than any otner ordi- 
nary candidate could do. The overpowerimg 
necessity of protecting sugar drove the 
revenue reform Democrats to the rear 
and the oidtime Republicans, leaving 
to the two sugar . barons the 
campaign, took back seats. Mr. Minor, own- 
ing two sugar plantations, and Mr. Price, in- 
terested in twenty-one, canvassed the dis- 
trict quite thoroughly. Mr. Minor made some 
mistakes, which antagonized old time Re- 
publicans, the negroes especially; while Mr. 
Price took care to avoid all party friction 
and did what he could to tone down the 
usual campaign bitterness and hold his bull-

The result as declared tonight was not un- 
predicted, Some of the Republican cam- 
paigners who went all through the district 
give other and grave reasons for the defeat, 
while a respectable element, Keoublicans and 
Democrats, hope that Congress, by one bold 
move, will wipe the sugar tax out of exist- 
ence, and thus eliminate this e for- 
ever from Louisiana politics. 1 

PRICE’S ELECTION DENIED. 

At Mr. Minor’s headquarters tite election 
of Mr. Price is denied. They claim that full 
returns will elect their candidate by 2,000 
majority. This, they say, is in spite of the 
bulidozing and terrorizing attem every- 
where by the regulators, and which succeed- 
ed in the town of Franklin, where a 
perfect reign of terror was ihaugurated 
early this morning and a deputy marshal 
was shot down. This was also the condition 
of affairs at the Baldwin, Cherrington, and 
Glencoe polls in St. Mary’s parish, where tne 
negroes were dri away by armed forces 
and not allowed to deposit their ballots. In 
the parish of La Fourche, the’ home 
of Mr. Price, the Democratic ‘candidate, 
commissioners were pre- 
vented from attending the polls at various 
boxes and the Republicans got no represen- 
tation, as the law directs. This was also the 
situation in the parishes of Iberia and Ascen- 
sion, where the causes were taken by manda- 
mus before the proper tribunal, and, although 
the supreme court in a similar case had de- 
cided that the law was clear and the Re- 
publicans were entitled to one commis- 
sioner at each box, the court decided 
aaversely and paid no attention 
to the dictum of the superior 
court. In both parishes the organizations 
known as the regulators have been driving 
and whipping Republican colored 

The Republican speakers claim that every 
Republican meeting throughout the majority 
of the parishes was followed by the whip- 
ping and terrorizing of the leading negro

TAKING TESTIMONY IN NAGLE’S CASE, 


The Habeas Corpus Hearing Begun Before 
United States Judge Sawyer. 

Sax Francisco, Cal., Sept. 3.—The taking 
of testimony in the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings in the case of Deputy Marshal David 
Nagie, who shot and killed David Terry at 
Lathrop recently, was commenced in the 
United States circuit court before Judge 
Sawyer today. The state of California was 
represented dy Attorney General Johnson. 

Witnesses were called who recited the 
details of the attack made upon Judge 
Field oy Mrs. Terry on the train between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco over a year 
ago. Judge Van Dyke of Los Angeles was 


the first witness. He testified that Mrs. 


Terry, as she passed Judge Field, reached 
over and pulled his hair. She afterwards 
took a seat behind Judge Field, and wit- 
ness thought she intended to attack him with 
her parasol, but in a few moments she joined 
her husband and no further trouble occurred. 

W. M. Coles of this city, who was also a 
passenger on the car, corroborated Judge 
Van Dyke's account of the affair, and sad

curred with a great deal of glee, at which | 


Judge Terry laughed. Witness heard Mrs. 
Terry say: ‘I will give him a taste of what 
he is to get hereafter. Let him render that 
decision if he dares.” He heard Judge Terry 
say that the only thing fit to do with Judge 
Field would be to take him out in the bay 
and drown him. Marshal Franks was then 
called, and related the incident in the cir- 
cuit court room last September, when Mrs. 
Terry interrupted the reading of Justice 
Field’s decision. A number of other wit- 
nesses also testified as to the affair in the 
courtroom. f : 
Deputy Sheriff Woolsey, who had charge 
of the Alameda county jail while Terry and 
his wife were confined there, testified that 
he often conversed with Terry and the latter 
told him he always carried a knife. He

WYOMING'S CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


Judge M. C. Brown, Being Elected Presi- 
dent, Outlines His Ideas. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo.. Sept. 3.— [Special. I—Lit- 
tle was done in the Wyoming constitutional 
convention today beyond forming a perma- 
nent organization. The Republicans, who 
have a majority of the delegates, divided on 
the ‘choice of president. The candidates 
were Judge M. C. Brown of Albany and A. B. 
Conway of Sweetwater. The Democrats 
combined with the Brown faction and se- 
cured his elechon. As a working plan the 
convention decided that the constitution 
should be in parts assigned to 
standing committees. In bis opeuing speech 
Judge Brown the action of the con- 
vention on the womana’s suffrage question by 
tne statement that no attempt would be 
made to deprive woman of the rights she had 
enjoyed here for the last twenty years 
and Wyoming would be the first state to 
enter the union with equal suffrage to all. 
He advocated an educational test as to the 
voting qualifications. Every voter should be 
able to read the constitution of the United 
States. On the temperance question 
prohibition was declared impracticable 
for a new state, and high license ad- 
vocated as a proper restrictive measure. 

Santa Fe, N. M., Sept. 3.— [8 al. }— 
There were fifty-three delegates present 
when the state constitutional convention 
was called to order in the hall of represent- 
atives at the capitol at noon today. Judge 
L. S. Trimble was made temporary chairman. 
There was a lively contest for the permanent 
chairmanship, resulting in favor of J. Fran- 
cisco Chavez of Vaiencia county. A com- 
mittee consisting of one from each county 
was appointed to recommend the necessary 
committees to report upon the various sub- 


jects which it is proposed to incorporate into

at the Last Moment, Wins Too Easily— 
Opening of the Breeders’ Association

NEw Yorn, Sept. 8—[Special.]—The race for 
the suburban was no better than that for the 
Twin City handicap, which was run at Sheeps- 
head Bay this afternoon. The distance was tne 
same—a mile anda quarter, Twenty thousand 
persons saw the suburban, 5,000 saw the Twin 
City.

BOUNDARIES OF THE SANITARY DISTRICT. 

There was published in yesterday’s Tatnuxs 
a communication from Mr. J. Frank Aldrich 
in reply to some criticisms of ex-Aid. Shorey 
on the policy of the volunteer drainage com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Aldrich is chairman. 
In this letter he stands by the recommenda- 
tuon of his committee that the southern line 
be fixed at Eighty-seventh street, near the 
mouth of the Calumet river, his reasons be- 
ing that the territory between Sixty-seventh 
and Eighty-seventh streets can be handed 
to better ad Vantage in the Chicago than the 
Calumet district—which is denied by Mr. 
Shorey ana others ana is not proved by Mr. 
Aldrich—and because there may be a pos- 
sibie demand” for a channel cut angling 
from some point on the lake shore near 
Seventy-fifth street northwestward to the 
canal “to supply water for the main chan- 
“nel, for which the Chicago river might be 
“insufficient.’’ 

The Question may be asked whettier, in 
view of this “ possible demand,” it is wise to 
take from one drainage district and add to 
another twenty-five square miles of land, an 
area five-eighths as large as that of old Chi- 
cago. There seems to be nothing in the law 
which indicates that the possible demands 
of a distant future are to be made the basis 
for fixing the boundaries of a district. 
Whetner more water will be needed than the 
Gricago river can supply, and if so how 
much, can be better told after the main chan- 
nel has been cut than now—even by the en- 
gineers whom Mr. Aldrich has consulted. 
It is among the possibilities that 
there may be no demand for the 
costiy channel of ten or twelve miles, which 
Mr. Aldrich talks so lightly of cutting diag- 
onally through Lake and Hyde Park. It is 
possibie that he has estimated only for the 
bare cost of digging it, and has not thought 
that there will be muilions of land damages 
to pay, which will be all the heavier because 
of the diagonal direction of the cut, which 
will mar lots, and blocks, and subdivisions. 
What property is taken will nave to be paid 
for; what damage is done will have to be 
made good. If Mr. Aldrich had had as much 
experience in street opening a’ some Chica- 
goans he would not talk so ught-heartedly of 
@ work which will cost mullions, and for 
which he admits there is only a possible 
demand.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich admits that there should bea 
Calumet district. He dreads lake poliution 
from the discharge of sewage through the 
Calumet. He wants the Calumet district to 
cuta channel along the Sag. After making 
these three admissions he favors taking over 
twenty-five square miles of property, which 
will soon be quite valuable, from the southern 
and adding it to the northern district. His 
reason therefor is that even if that territory 
were included in the Calumet district the 
total assessment would be buta little over 
nine million dollats, producing a revenue for 
drainage purposes of but $46,000 a year. 
Thus by some strange mental perversion, the 
resources being so small, he proceeds to 
make them still smalier by cutting off twen- 
ty-five square miles. From those that have 
little shall be taken all they have. This may 
be scriptural. doctrine, but it does not work 
well when applied to sanitary districts. 

Mr. Aldrich could perhaps reason more 


soundly if he were freed from his im. 


pression that the assessed value of the Cal- 
umet district will never exceed nine millions. 
very one knows that it should be at least 
six times sum, and that that section is 
increasing rapidly in value. That the pres- 
ent state assessments are but nominal is ad- 
mitted, and the last two legislatures have 
discussed the question how to increase them. 
The generai assembly which recently ad- 
journed tiad before it a bill to assess property 
ata third of its value. It failed owing to 
the ignorance of some and the stupidity of 
others, but it will soon become the law—per- 
haps two years hence, perhaps four. When 
the Chicago sgnitary district is fairly run- 
ning the need of a higher assessment will be 
seen, so that more bonds may be issued, and 
the Cook county legislators will throw their 
united influence for a revision of the present 
system. It will not be long before the as- 
sessment of the Calumet district instead of 
nine millions will be thirty. But it certainly 
will not be if it is shorn of twenty of the 
most valuable sections of land within its 
area. 

The trouble with Mr. Aldrich and with 


some of his associates who have not axes to 


grind is that they look on the present drain- 
age act asafinality. They think itis like the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, which alter 
not. They think that it is to last for all time, 
and that whatever is to Ibe done under it 
must be done now, and that it can never be 
amended. But on this earth nothing is final

the acts of legislatures and the plans of men. 
It it were true that this present law is as un- 


‘mandments then it might be the part of wis- 
domto extend the boundaries to provide 
against ali the casualties of the coming cen- 
turies. It might be wise in such case to add 
on the east part of Evanston, lest in course 
of time the pleasant groves of that quiet sub- 
urb should give way to manufactories, and 
the 12,000 philosophers and thinkers who now 
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rossé Point or Hurdvihle. It might 
o take in the whole of Cook county, 
and thus be safe against all contingencies. 
But the law is not a finality. Not only can 
ure amend it on general prin- 
ciples, but it has expressly reserved the right 
to do so.| Nothing in this act shall consti- 
“tute a eontract between this state and any 
sn district, or deprive the state from 
“altering, amending, or repealing this act.“ 
There therefore no necessity for being 
solicitous about the future. It is able to take 
care of itself. In entering on an untrodden 
path it is wise to walk slowly. In beginning 
what must under any circumstances be a 
costly undertaking it 1s wise not to spend 
millions before it is plain thgt it is necessary. 
It is possible that after the first steps have 
been taken under the present law new con- 
ditions will present themselves. If so the 
legislature can be asked for authority to deal 
with thém. The questions which the future 
may bribg may safely be left to succeeding 
legislatures. Sg Mr..Aldrich may take heart. 
It is not) necessary that he should do every- 
thine th settle the drainage question. It 
would be well for him to leave to nis pos- 
terity, wiser and richer than he, the duty of 
making arrangements to meet the possible 
demands” of the future.

NEWSPAPER READERS NOT PREJUDICED. 

If tus trial of the Cronin case is not to be 
turned into a farce the court must see to it 
that jurors when on the voir dire shail be 
questioned directly as to their competency 
under the Illinois statute and not plied with 
interrogations regarding alleged “' prejudice” 
or as to their opinions about Dinan’s white 
horse, the renting of the Carison cottage, or 
as to the trunk in which it 1s claimed the 
murdered man’s body was taken away. 


These are catch. questions intended to make 


it impossible to get such a jury as the statute 
contemplates. The lawyers for the defense 


are striving to prolong the examination . 


through months in the hope that no jury can 
be secured and that they can force an aban- 
donment ofthe case for that reason. They 
are working to undermine the Illinois statute 
which declares that newspaper reading shall 
not disqualify a citizen from jury service. That 
law was adopted to prevent the exciusion of 
intelligence from the jury box and not to re- 
quire the trial of grave and important cases 
by ilhterates and igubramuses. Are the 
lawyers to be permitted to make mince meat 
of the statute? ¢ 

Inquiries and arguments about the alleged 
prejudice of jurors are nearly always mis- 
leading, since lawyers. and judges use this 
term ig one sense and the average citizen 
understands it in another. In a legal sense 
a prejudice is a prejudgment—a decision 
made before weighing and considering all 
the evidence—but in popular use the term 
implies ill will or enmity against a party. 
Many men called for service on the jury seem 
to ha ve the notion that if they have formed 
any transient opinion the law presumes that 
they are “‘prejudiced’’ in all that the term 
implies in its popular sense. The law pre- 
sumes nothing of the sort. The only ques- 
tion as to alleged prejudice is whether the 
jurors have formed an abiding opinion and 
already decided the case so Hat they can pay 
no heed to the evidence to be presented here- 
after. There is no presumption that men 
with Opinions are necessarily * prejudiced ” 
and iutapable of rendering a fair verdict. 

Judge McConnell should insist that the 
questions addressed to the jurors shall bear 
directly on their qualifications under the 
statute of this state. The law says:

W hy 
cannot any conscientious and iotelligent man 
make that declaration? No newspaper in 
Chicago claimed that its accounts were more 


than ex parte statements or were correct in 


every particular; but they were presented to 
the public simply as the best information at- 
tainable at the time and under the circum- 
stances, and were so accepted by all intelligent 
readers. Necessarily the accounts were based 
largely on unsworn statements, hearsay, and 
rumor. They would naturally make some 
impression on the mind, but nota fixed or 
abiding opinion which could not be changed 
by further investigation and the considera- 
tion of better evidence. Citizens are being 
called into the jury box to make such inves- 
tigation and listen to such evidence, and hon- 
est, intelligent men can perform this duty 
irrespective of their previous impressions 
and decide accord ng to the law and the 
proot heard in court. 

| Judge McConnell may permit the talesmen 
to be questioned on this, that, and the other 
point, but the test-inquiry is whether not- 
withstanding the formation of any previous 
Opinions they can render an impartial ver- 
dict according to the law and the evidence. 
Let that question be plainly. and distinctly 
put.

CANADIAN RAILROAD COMPETITION. 

Demanding measures to take traffic away 
from the socailed Canadian railroads which 
compete against the trunk lines belonging to 
the Wall street pool, the New York Sun says: 


We have reason to believe that the intolerable 
pression of American interests by these for- 
Sten. corporations will preseatly. more forvibly 
brought home to Congress aad to the American in- 
vestors when the Wavash system is seen to have 
assed into the control of the Canadian Pacific. 
he latter is now completing its branch from 
London, Ont; to Detroit. and proposes to pene- 
trate our territory as far as Kansas City, and, 
with all of its politicul advantages and subsiuies 
and immunities, to do business to the seaboard 
in competition with its American neighbors. 
The spectacle of a lot of Canadian fr2ebooters 
preying upon American interests and plundering 
American investors with letters of margue from 
ourown government at Washington is interest- 
ing and instructive, but it cannot last long. 


There may be alarm.jn Wali street in con- 
sequence of tne connection of the lines of 
the Wabash and the Canadian Pacific and 
the opening of a new competing route be- 


‘tween the east and west, but no demand 


will be made from this part of the country 
for the punishment of the “Canadian free- 
booters”? who compete for American traffic 
and get it by making low rates. If the Cana- 
dian Pacific makes an arrangement by which 
it “can penetrate our territory as far as 
Kansas City,“: and gives shippers all along 
the route from that point to Detroit a new 
competing line to the seaboard, so much the 
better for the merchants and shippers 
throughout the large scope of coun- 
try affected. It may be a good thing 
for the Wabash line also. One 
great trouble with that system has been its 
lack of a good eastern connection at Detroit 
or Toledo. The Vanderdilt lines at those 
points have put arbitrury rates on all the 
traffic received from the Wabash, but if the 
latter can now get an eastern connection via 
Canada it will secure more freight and be 
able to give shippers alo px its system in the 
United States iower rates, This sort of 
“freebooting” will mein with public favor. 
James F. Joy, who has been in&trumental in 
securing the connection befiween the Cana- 
dian Pacific and the Wabash, pointedly asks 
the New York Sun whether “the Vander-

The people of the United States are under 
no patrietic or other oligation to discrimi- 
nate against railroads which run through 
Canada for a part of the distance on the way 
to the seaboard. The tracks were laid 
through Canada because that is the most 
direct route for traffic between New England 
and a large section of the northwest. These 
lines were built chiefly to carry American 
freight, and their tracks were laid through 
Canada because they found there the most 
direct route for the traffic they sought. If 
instead of seeking the shortest route these 
roads had made a detour south of Lake Erie 
and added one or two hundred miles to the 
haul from the northwest, would they be en-

Traffic 
between New England and the northwest 
must go by a short haul through Canada 
or dy a longer haul through Ohio. What 
reason is there why the people of this coun- 
try should be denied the advantage of the 
shorter haul on a direct route even if it passes 
through Canada a part df the distance? This 
chatter about alien roads” and American 
lines’? is ali nonsense. It is not necessary 
that all railroads desiring to compete for 
traffic between New Eagland and the west 
should make a wide detour south of Lake 
Erie in order to keep on American soil and 
avoid the short route through Canada. Nor 
are the people under any obligation to de- 
prive themselves of the advantages of the 
shorter hauls and lower rates of the lines 
through Canada. It is safe to say they will 
do nothing of the kind. Congress will pro- 
ceed with great deliberation before it un- 
dertakes to force trdffic away from the Ca- 
nadian lines and subjects it to the higher 
rates and longer hauls of the socalied Amer- 
ican roads belonging to the Wall street pool. 


FLORIDA NEEDS THE CHICAGO MARKET. 

The excursion trip of the members of sev- 
eral of the commercial exchanges of this city 
to Tampa bay and other points in Florida 
has called the attention of residents of that 
state to the necessity of better trade facili- 
ties with Chicago, a market from which they 
are at present practically shut out owing to 
highirates, the lack of a through railroad 
line, and the absence of the proper facilities 
for caring for their produce while in transit. 

Cotton, rice, sugar, and tobacco, the lead- 
img products of other gulf states, are but 
incidentals in Florida today. For many 
years to come, perhaps forever, it is destined 
to be the early market garden and orange 
plantation of tne United States. Oranges 
and garden truck” or “sass” are the arti- 
cles off which the Floridians make money 
when they make any. No wonder, there- 
fore, that they should find it necessary to 
réach Chicago, which is the great fruit and 


vegetable distributing point of this country. 


New York does not begin to compare with 
it, But for the fact that southern producers 
are not quite as active and wideawake as 


those of some other secuons of the country, 


and that southern railroads have not the 
push, and vim, and nose for business that 
distinguish those in the north, florida would 
long ago have been as closely connected with 
this city as are the truckgrowing sections of 
some other southern ¢tates. 

At present the bulk of the Florida vegeta- 
ble and fruitshipments goes by rail to Savan- 
: end thence by buat t New York, The 
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sent by eee to New York, but the 
eharges have been so high as to discourage 


shippers. But when the attempt is made to 


ship direct to this city two difficulties pre- | 
sent themselves—tbere is no through line, 
and owing to the lack of proper cars oranges 
are likely to be frozen in transit, and thus 
ruined. Orangegrowers have tried the ex- 
perimept on various occasions and have al- 
ways been the losers. The freight and the 
length of time taken make it impossible to ship 
here via New York. There are a number of 
railways in rgia and Alabama over which 
these Florida products could be started 
northward, but they do not make close con- 
nections, they are slow, and their equipment 
is poor. They wait for business to be forced 
on them ana do not go ahead to make it. 
The managers seem to think that New York 
is the culy place on the continent worth pay- 


ins attention to, and that if they provide for 


reaching that with reasonable aan the ir 
work is done. | 

There is nothing, save sluggishness and 
ignorance, in the way of making a through 
line from Fiorida to this city and equipping 
it with che necessary cars. The moment that 
is done business will pour in on it, and as it 
increases rates will drop. The time has been 
when early fruits and*vegetabies commanded 
higher prices in New York than here. But 
that day is past. This city is so great a dis- 
tributing point—it is so impossible to glut the 
market—that the Florida grower can send 
his stuff here as safely as to New York. At 
present Florida, though much nearer, eannot 
compete here with southern California. It 
costs more to ship a carload of oranges from 
South Florida to Chicago than from River- 
side, Cal., ana it takes longer to get them 
here, Better railway facilities and lower 
rates wili break that California monopoly, 
and the oranges of the gulf and the Pacific 
will compete on equal terms in the Chicago 
market. 

Chicagé is now furnishing Florida with 
meat, hay, corn, etc. It would prefer to take 
its pay for them in Florida products rather 
than in cash, and Floridians would gladly do 
business that way if they could. Therefore 
let the Florida, Georgia, and Alabama rail- 
road men try the experiment of turning their 


faces to the northwest rather than the north- 


east. If they do that they will soon declare 
dividends hitherto unknown in their experi- 
ence.

GOOD FOR THE COALMINERS. 

The conference between the coaiminers 
and the operators, brought about by the ef- 
forts of Goy. Fiter and Senator Farwell, and 
not those of Congressman Lawler, has re- 
sulted in the return to work of the coal- 
miners of northern M[linois, with the excep- 
tion of those in the employ of W. L. Scott, 
Democratic chieftain. They, being denied a 
chancé to earn a living at Spring Valley, will 
have to move on.“ They have learned what 
it is to have for a boss a wealthy Democrat, 

The final agreement between the operators 
and the men is that the latter consent to ac- 
cept the reduction of 7 cents per ton. The 
operators have gone farther than at the Chi- 
cago meeting and have agreed that there 
shall be a reduction of 50 per cent for tool- 
sharpening, except at Streator; that there 
shail be ho discount on company store orders, 
and that the miners may have coal for their 
own use at the cost of putting it on the cars. 
The sharpening of tools is done by the com- 
pany for the men, it charging so much there- 
for. It has been claimed, probably with 
truth, that the company made a profit off it. 


It has been alleged that at some of the mines 


the men have been paid in orders on the com- 
pany stores and that no tradesmen or dealers 
would take them from the men because the 
company would not redeem them except at a 
discount, That practice certainly ought to 
stop. That the men should have coal at cost 
price is something which the operators could 
properly grant. It was the rule in other 
years. 

Thus both sides have made concessions 
and the strike has been settled except for 
those unfortunate men who were in the em- 
ploy of ih Democrat named Scott. As 
neither Mr. Lawler nor Mr. McBride was 
present to make speeches to the men and 
urge them ta stand out for terms which 
could not be granted, everything went off 
smoothly and 
chance of going back to work. Had there 
been.any Democratic marplots at the confer- 
ence the result might have been different. 

Gov. Fifer deserves credit for his course 
during this entire affair. He bas kept the 
peace and made peace and has shown tbe 
people the advantage of having a Republican 
at the head of the state government.

THE DECLINE OF IMMIGRATION, 

The Philadelphia Record says: 


Estimating the population of the United States 
at 65,000,000 in 1890, and tte annual immigration 
at 500,000, the yearly arrivals from Europe will 
amount to not more than three- ‘quarters of 1 per 
cent of the total number of the country’s inhab- 
itants. As the native population contigqnes to in- 
crease this percentage of foreign. immigration 
will still farther decline until it will become an 
almost imperceptibie thread in the mighty cur- 
rent of American life. States and liticians 
cudgel their wits to invent schemes for solving 
the immigration problem, but society legislates 
more effectively than houses of Congress. 


The Record correctly states the general 
phase of the immigratign question, though 
its figures are somewHat overstated. The 
high water mark of foreign immigration was 
in 1882, when it reached 788,992. From that 
point it steadily declined year by year down 
to 334,203 in 1886. In 1887 there was a small 
upward spurt. Last year it fell below 1886. 
During the seven months of the current year 
there hus been a falling off of 72,135 as com- 
pared with the same months in 1888. From 
this it will be seen that theculminating point 
was reachedin 1882. Immigration has steadi- 
ly declitfed since that time and there is no 
question that it will continue to do 80, until 
at last it will become so light that it will 
cease to attract any particular attention. 

One does not have to go far in seek for 
the cause of this gratifying condition of im- 
migration. Zhe chief reason is that the 
public lands of this country are now 
mostly taken up. The opportunites of pre- 
empting land for nothing have passed away. 
Most of the available arable land is already 
occupied. What is left is mainly in the In- 
dian reservations and must be paid for at a 
fair price. There is a small amount of it in 
the Indian territory for which the Cherokees 
will have to be paid. There is some in Da- 
kota which Scandinavians and New En- 
glanders and Illinoisans are ready to pur- 


chase. What there is in Montana will not be 


available except at the expense of costly 
irrigation, the farmers having to meet the 


high rental charges of the irrigation com- 


panies. The same is true of the eastern por- 
tions of Oregon and Washington. -What in- 
| ducement, ee 1 anak: left for Eu- 
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proved land to tempt them? 3 
Other inducements which have hitherto at- 
tracted foreigners are also disappearing. 
There is no further need of additional for- 
eiguers for railroad building or for work in 
coal mines or on public improvements. There 
is no need of more of them for offiveholding. 
The offices are already filled mostly by them, 
and if they were not the home supply is 
ample. This inducement therefore is cut off. 
There is no need of any more foreigners for 
saloonkeepers. The existing salooné are al- 
ready preémpted by those here, and high 
license and locai option are checking the in- 
crease in number in the cities, so that the 
manages for this class of labor is decreas- 
Large numbers of foreign saloon keep- 


* the cities have been obliged to 


look out for some other kind of busi- 
ness as a means of support. The coal mines 
are already occupied. The great mille and 
factories in New Eugland offer no induce- 
ments, as the employers prefer the Frendh- 
Canadians. 
English, Scotch, and Welsh workers. There 
is no chance for continental laborers in them. 
As long as there is any land to be had in the 


| northwest the Scandinavians may be induced 


tocome, and when that inducement fails, 
which will be before long, they may go over 
into the great Canadian northwest along the 
border. 

Looking the whole field over, it is evident 
that the inducements for immigration are 
growing less every year and-that the time is 
rapidly coming, if it be not already at hand, 
when we may congratulate ourselves that 
the United States has no longer to burden 
herself with the disagreeable and dangerous 
duty of absorbing tne unwashed millions of 
Europe. She will soon have a chunce to rest 
and Americanize and assimilate what she al- 
ready has. Labor contract legisiation has al- 
reudy cut off one undesirable class, and the 
causes we have indicated are in operation to 
cut off others. Undoubtedly there will al- 
ways be more or less immigration, but its 
character in the future will radically change, 
and those who come will not be a burden 
and will much more readily assimilate with 


us and become good citizens than the vast 


hordes of ignorant, poverty stricken, dis- 
orderly, and criminal aliens who have been 
dumped upon our shores in the past.

Ex-President Legitime Gives. Up the Capl- 
tal to Gen. Hippolyte. 
New York, Sept. 3.—A Port au Prince spe- 


cial, dated Aug. 20, says: 

The war is over and peace—for the first time in 
a year—reigns in Hayti. When the United States 
minister, who went at Legitime’s request to Hip- 
polyte to secure terms, returned day before yes- 
terday, it Was apparent that nothing remained to 
be done but to bring the farce to a close and ring 
dow the curtain. The terms were as follows: 
1 Prat Legitime should leave Hayti.

THE OCCULTATION OF JUPITER. 


The Planet Disappears Behind Luna for 
) Neariy an Hour. 

An occultation of Jupiter by the moon occurred 
last night between 8 and 9 o'clock. 
about 48 minutes at Washington and in this 
city probably a little longer, tho the exact 
time was not observed. The moon being: near 
her first.quarter the planet disappeared on her 
dark edge, dropping out of sight with no reason 
therefor that could be discovered except 
by those who knew that there was 
a dark half of the moon to the left of the bright 
half, the latter being turned toward the sun in 
the west. At emersion the planet was com- 
paratively dim owing to its closeness to the 
bright lunar surface. The occultation was not 
an event of special scientific interest to ustron- 
omers. About the only use that can’be made of 
such a phenomenon is for the correction of the 
tabular place of the moon in the heavens at the 
time. fty years ago it would have been of 
great service in furnishing such a correction, but 
since then the mathematics of the lunar orbit 
have been so much improved upon that the dif- 
ference between computation and observation is 
not likely > exceed the probable error attend-

THE TRUNE LINES REFUSE TO ISSUE 
THROUGH TARIFFS TO st. PAUL. 
Barlington'’s Earnings Continue to In- 

crease—tiood Showing for the Month 
of July—Meeting of the Western States 
Passenger Association—Chairman Fal- 
thorn Inflicts Heavy Fines for Violation 

of Agreement«— Miscellaneous Items. 
At a meeting of the managers of the roads 
inthe Western and Northwestern Freight 
association held yesterday Chairman Fai- 
thorn submitted a report of the result of his 
conference with the managers of the trunk 
lines regarding the proposition to the latter 
that they issue through tariffs from trunk 
line territory to St. Paul via Chicago at the 
same rates as made by the Lake Superior 


routes via Duluth, the Chicago-St. Paul lines 


being willing to accept whatever proportion 
of the through rates may be left 
after deducting the full proportion 
of the lines east from Chicago. The report 
was substantially as given in yesterday’s 
TripuNne. Chairman Faithorn stated that 
while the trunk lines did not peremptorily 
decline to accept the proposition and asked 
time until next Monday to give the matter 
further consideration, yet, judging by their 
arguments against the proposition at the 
New York conference, he had but little hope 
of the request being granted. They claimed 
to be in no way responsible for the rates 
made by the Lake Superior lines, which had 
to pay them the full proportion of the regu- 
lar through rate between Buffalo and the sea- 
board. They also contended that they could 
net affora to be parties to an arrangement 
that would enable the roads between Chi- 
cago and St. Paul to ignore the long and 
short naul clause and which would also 
cause discrimination against Pittsburg and 
other interior points in Central Traffic asso- 
ciation territory. At, the suggestion of the 
trunk line managers he went to Buffalo auu 
conferred with the managers of the Lake 
Michigan lines, but tound ttle encour- 
agement there. Only one line, the Lehigh 
Valley, showed an inclination to accept the 
proposition made by him. But he could not yet 
say how far that company would go in the 
matter, and suggested that further time be 
granted him to confer with the officials of 
that line. 

The report had a discouraging effect upon 
the managers of the various roads, and the 
representative of the Burlington & Northern 
stated that if the trunk lnes declined to 
make through rate arrangements he claimed 
the right to make such rates independently 
by giving five days’ notice from next Mon- 
day. After some further discussion, during 
which the right of any line to make through 
rates independently was dispu the meet- 
ing adjourned until next onday to 
give Chairman Faithorn further time to 
confer with eastern lines. It is quite 
certain that the trunk lines will not enter 
into the proposed through rate arrangements, 
as during the last few days protests have 
been for warded to them by the local commit- 
tees of Buffalo and otner interior Central 
Traffic association points against the pro 

sed action, though it is probable that the 

high Valley road may make such an ar- 
rangement as far as lake and rail traffic is 
concerned. 


Burlington Earnings. 

The statement of earnings and expenses of 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad 
system for the month of July is even more 
favorable than that for the previous month. 
If the company continues to do as weil for 
the balance of the year it will not only earn 
all of its interest account, but have enough 
surplus to insure the payment of a 4 per cent 
dividend, if not more. Considering the hole 
the comoany was in less than a year ago the 
extrication therefrom in so short a space of 
time is an achievement of which the mana- 
gers of the company may justiv feel proud.

Western Passenger Affairs. 

The regular monthly meeting of the general 
passenger and ticket agents of lines in the 
Western States Passenger association was 
held yesterday at Chairman Abbott's office. 
Formal action was taken merging into this 
association the organization known up to 
July 1 as the Soutawestern Passenger asso- 
ciawon and adopting as rules in the Western 
States association certain rules that had 
heretofore been operative in the Southwest- 
ern but not in the Western States associa. 
uon. It having recently transpired that the 
Fors Wayne and other lines in the territory 
of the Centrai Traffic association had adopted 
cut rates for excursion tickets to San 
Francisco and carrying said rates as far 
east, as Pittsburg the lines in the Western 
State’s association instructed the chairman 
to give notice to linesin the territory of the 
Central Traffic association requiring on such 
tickets the full proportions of regular tariff 
rates between eastern and western gateways 
of the Western States Passenger associa- 
tion. It was also decided that the existing 
war rates quoted by the lines from Chicago 
to Indianapolis, Cincinnati, and Louisville 
be not recognized as basing rates by the 
western lines. A committee presenting the 
wishes of the lines in the Transmissouri as- 
sociation with regard to extending the ter- 
ritorial limits for the sale of excursion 
tickets, account of St. Louis exposition, was 
given an audience and their proposition 
taken under cunsideration. 


Fined for Violating Agreementa. 

Violations of agreements by the roads in 
the Western Auxiliary association have 
lately become so frequent as to cause Chair- 
man Faithorn to inflict the maximum penai- 
ties against several of the roads. The Bur- 
lington, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Rock 
Island have been ned $100 each for per- 
mitting shipments of salt from Saginaw and 
other salt producing points by boat to Chi- 
cago and after arrival at this point forward- 
ing the property to various points of des- 
tination ia the west on the basis of 
the rate which has been applicabie 
on through traffic from eastern points ar- 
riving by boat, namely 34; cents ver 100 
pounds to the Mississippi river plus the as- 
sociation arbitrary rates thence. In defense 
of the above the road claimed the property 
was all consigned 1 to points west of 
Chicago from original point of shipment 
ana that one change of destination en route 
is permissable. Chairman Faithorn ruled 
that the shipments were treated the same as 
if they had originated at Chicago, and that 
conseauently local rates should have been 
charged from Chicago. No action had been 
taken by the association which would justify 
such a procedtre as above outlined. :
